Two Policies. 

The debates in Dail Kireann during the 
last two days have thrown a revealing 
light on the Republican Party's policy 
and tactics. The policy is at once 
negative and illogical. The tactics are 
purely destructive and are an “un- 
seemly violation of the Ard Fheis agree- 
ment. The Free State Ministers have a 
majority in Dail Eireann and, in any gase, 
could not be upset by an adverse vote. 
Nevertheless, the Republicans are striving 
by every possible device to discredit them, 
to hamper their work, and to delay the 
dreaded hour when the voice of the people 
must be heard. Mr. de Valera insists, on 
the one hand, that the men who control 
the Provisional Government—and, there- 
fore, that Government itself—are subject 
to the authority of the Dail. He claims, 
in a word, that the Dail is entitled to 
control all the powers and resources which 
the Treaty has conferred on the Pro- 
visional Government. On the other hand, 
he is asking the country to reject the 
Treaty that has brought these powers and 
resources into existence. It is a pre 
posterous position, and the Republicans 
are trying to buttress it, not with argu- 
ment—for such an attempt would be 
impossible—but with obstruction naked 
and unashamed. Messrs. Griffith and 
Collins can afford to-keep their tempers. 
If they are losing time, they are gaining 
votes. The country is taking careful note 
of the whole sorry business. , 

The Provisional’ Government's task is 
extraordinarily difficult, It is trying to 
grapple with two over-lapping and some 
times rival systems of administration. It is 
trying to inaugurate the new without dis- 
loyalty ‘to the. old; and im this heart- 
breaking work it is hampered by lack of 
| effective sanctions, lack of experience, and 
tite relentless opposition" of its political 
enemies. In its efforts ‘to create some 
sort of order out of chaos it is doing 
as well as any reasonable man, who 
appreciates these difficulties, could expect.

| Naturally, the Provisional Government) deeds in 


cannot undertake any large schemes of 
reorganisation or reform at this time; 
but it proved yesterday that it is con- 
triving, not unsuccessfully, to steer the 
ship of State under short sail, in heavy 
weather, through rock-strewn seas. Per- 
haps, the greatest anomaly of the present 
régime is the simultaneous jurisdiction of 
official and Republican courts of law. In 
this matter the Provisional Government 
can promise no relief until the Free State 
has been constituted. It has taken some 
steps, however, to put the maintenance of 
law and order on a proper basis, A tem- 
porary police force is being organised, and 


reached a friendly understanding with the 
main body of the Irish Republican Army. 
He tells us that the Army Is now occupy- 
ing various military and police posts with 
the Provisional Government s approval, 
and that such garrisons will respect the 
people’s rights at the elections. The 
assurance is welcome, but the fact that it 
should seem to be necessary is deplorable. 

As we have ‘said, the Provisional 
Government is doing its best; but the 
Treland is in a very pre 
carious state. All national progress, 
political and economic, is being checked 
by what Mr. Kevin O'Higgins de- 
scribed yesterday as “the concurring 
lack of jurisdiction of Daud Eireann, the 
Provisional. Government, and the British 
Government.’’ We shall have no real 
seeurity until the first Parliament of the 
new Ireland imposes the people s will upon 
the first Executive of the Free State, arms 
it with necessary authority, and reduces the 
forces of anarchy to inaction, The post- 
pondment of the Southern elections may 
have been a necessity, but it was a lament- 
able necessity. There are only two ways 
in which its mischievous results can be 
mitigated, if not undone. In the first 
place, every element of order in the 
country must try to strengthen the 
Provisional Government’s hands, In 
the next place, the case for séttlement— 
and the alternative to settlement—must be 
put clearly and persistently before the 
constituencies during the next three 
months:* ‘The Republicans must not be 
allowed merely to denounce the Treaty ; 
they must be challenged to explain and 
to justify the inevitable consequences of 
its rejection. Mr, Griffith declares to-day 
that the Constitution of the Free State will 
be framed “in accordance with the terms of 
the Treaty... There will be no ambiguity, 
therefore, in the Provisional Government's 
appeal to the people; but in the coming 
weeks the people must be brought to a 
full sense of the vast issues which depend 
upoh their choice,

Now 
the Premier finds himself at the head 
of a Coalition which is crumbling. before 
his eyes. Undoubtedly, his position is 
precarious; but he is one of the most 
accomplished political strategists in the. 
wórld. He has no desire to relinguish the 
reins of government, and, whether he 
resigns or not, he will make a bold, and 
probably successful, bid for the nation’s 
confidence before he bids farewell to 
Downing street, 


The Geddes Axe. 


Sir Robert Horne disclosed the Govern- 
ment’s plans in regard to the Geddes re- 
ports, yesterday ; and, as might have been 
expected, succeeded in satisfying neither 
of his .sets of critics.

Colonel G. 8. Higginson, in an address to 
the 2nd Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers, at 
Multan, India, during the first week of Feb- 
ruary, made the following reference to the im- 
pending disbandment of the Battalion :— 

As you have already read in yesterday's 
Batialion érders, we are to be in readiness 
to proceed home on or about the end of March. 
I received this telegram late yesterday after 
noon, and beyond the actual order I have 
published I have received no further details. 

Privately, I hear it is for disbandment ; 
doubtless some of you have heard so too, and 
the “Press has disbanded us already, but up 
to date I have heard nothing. Putting aside 
what this order may have in store for us as a 
Belttalion, each one of you must naturally be 
thinking and wondering what is to become of 
himself—you can rely on my letting you know 
all and every detail, the moment it reaches me. 
Your interests are, as you know, the interests 
of your officers, and I shall see that they are 
guarded, from the last-jomed Fusilier upwards.

However, I fear disbandment stares us in the 
face—we, the second oldest regiment in the 
Army.

On the death of 
the Baroness her son succeeded, and was ad- 
vanced to a Viscounty im 1797, and three years 
later was created Earl of Donoughmore, with 
special remainder to the male descendants of 
bis mother.. He, and his brother who succeeded as 
second Earl, died unmarried, and the titles went 
to a nephew, of whom the present peer is the 
great grandson.

The Earl of Suffolk, who is sixteen to-day, 
succeeded as twentieth Earl on the death of his 
father, who was killed in action in 1917. The 
family titles include the Earldom of Berkshire 
and the Viscounty of Andover. Rarls of Suffolk 
figured in earlier centuries of English history, 
and one was advanced to a dukedom in 1448. 
There were no fewer than seven holders _ of 
that title, but most of them came to untimely 
ends, and the last was beheaded in 1554. The 
present Earldom was created in 1603. .The 
young Earl and his two brothers reside at 
Chariton Park, Wilts, with their mother, the 
Countess of Suffolk, who was the beautiful Miss 
Leiter, of Washington, and sister of the late 
Lady Ourzon.

A CABINET CRISIS.

At first sight it is not quite obvious why 
to-day’s statement by the Parliamentary 
Correspondent of he Daily Telegraph re- 
garding the relations between the Prime 
Minister and the Coalition should have 
created so much sensation. - There is 
really very little in it that is news to the 
student of politics. “Ever since Mr. Lloy: 
George returned from Cannes it has been 
known that he was very much dissatisfied 
with the attitude of a section of the Con- 
servative Party, headed by Sir Geors 
Younger, and that he desired to have his 
own position more clearly defined and re- 
cognised. 

During the past fortnight it has been 
rumoured more than once that the ‘Prime 
Minister had threatened to resign unless 
better discipline was kept among the rank 
and file of the Coalition Unionists, and 
only yesterday the Parliamentary Corre 
spondent of The Times mentioned that the 
Premier was “ understood to take the view 
that it is for Mr. Chamberlain to deal 
with the rebels in his own house. ' 

The recent speeches of Mr. Chamberlain 
timseli, and the Lord Chancellor, 
pointed unmistakably to subterranean 
eumblings. in the lower strata of their 
party, and were, no doubt, an attempt to 
silence them before. they broke into the 
roar of an open eruption. It is, therefore, 
conceivable that there is nothing more 11 
the Daily Telegraph revelations than has 
been common knowledge for some time, 
and that their appearance this morning 
had no special significance. In fact, the 
only nove] feature in them—the statement 
that Mr. Lloyd George “has addressed 3 
letter to Mr. Chamberlain as the Leader 
of the Unionist Party, expressing his feel- 
ings in plain terms, and intimating that 
he cannot continue to submit to these 
humiliating conditions '—is not absolutely 
certain. At least, I note that, while the 
Evening Standard repeats 11, the Star 
emphatically denies it. 

What is abundantly obvious is that 
things are blowing yp for a crisis im tne 
Coalition which can hardly be much 
longer averted, It is the history of 1905 
over again. The Unionist Party, returned 
to power during the South African War, 
had afterwards been shattered by the 
Tariff Reform controversy, and for months 
before the final collapse had obviously 
been tumbling to pieces. So now the 
Coalition, returned in very peculiar condl- 
tions to clear up the aftermath of war, 
shows a tendency, as the end of its task 
approaches, to resolve into its original 
elements. 


THE UNIONIST PARTY. 


Mr. Lloyd George appears to have made 
the mistake of supposing that, because 
by his genius and charm he had domi- 
nated the successive leaders of tie 
Unionist Party, he had thereby captured 
the party itself.

Indiscipline in the ranks of the Coalition has 
gone so far that the Prime Minister has 
urgently called tho attention 4f his chief 
Conservative colleagues to it, and demanded to 
know where the predominant partner stands 
in relation to its titular leader. Downing street 
is so uncertain of its position that the Minis- 
terial Press is moved to prockim with united 
voice the existence of a serious political crisis. 

If we are to aceept the explanation of those 
newspapers which are generally credited with 
having the ear of the Downing street Press 
Bureau, the next few days are to decide 
whether the captain or the cabin boy (to quote 
the Lord Chancellor) is to take the helm. This 
seems to us a very shallow interpretation of the 
internal difficulties of the Coalition. Sir George 
Younger may have mutinied, and the Prime 
Minister may wish to make an example of him. 
The trouble goes much deeper than this. 

If Sir George Younger is in revolt, it is be- 
cause, in his position as head of the Conserva- 
tive machine, he has had very little choice in 
the matter. His concern is. not with the 
Conservative members of the Houso of Com- 
mons, but with the party associations in the 
constituencies, and the plain truth is that 
there is no real Coalition in the country. It 
is hardly surprising that Sir George Younger 
shoulé have come to ‘the conclusion, which he 
stated in his Cardiff speech, thet the time 
had come when there was no further necessity 
to continue a Coalition form of Government. 

Many others, from very different motives, 
have come to the same conclusion, They see 
the top-heavy structure, of which Sir Georgo 
Younger was joint architect, swaying in the 
breeze of popular discontent. There’ will be 
an element of rough justice if the chief agent of 
tie “coupon” victory of the Coalition helps 
to bring it toppling to the ground.

One striker who was arrested was 
up a tree, under which a wounded constable 
was lying. Five other arrests were made. 
Two strikers who were shot were militant 
commando leaders.

Capt. Fulford states that he had to deal with 
the entire commando with only three troops of 
police. He regrets that the police fire should 
have caused the death of two men, but there 
was no alternative. 
He is of the opinion that if martial law :s 
not declared there will be further loss of life, 
owing to the temper of the strikers, and the 
probability of numerous assaults on workers 
aul their families.

men employed there at present for four days 
in the week,

Statementa weré issued Iaét night by the 
Provisional Government aud by the Irish Postal

The following official document states the re- 
sult of a conference between Ministers of the 


Proviéional Government and representatives of 
the Postal Union. It is dated March 1, and 


says :—

It was agreed at the outset that no com- 
munication should be sent to the Press by either 
side unless mutually upon. 

The representatives of the unions put forward 
their case for an increase of w&ges,and for not 
applying the bonus cut due to come into opera- 
tion on the Ist March. An agreement in prin- 
ciple was intimated by. the .men’s representa- 
tives as regards the setting up of a Commission 
inmediately to inquire into the basic wage, and 
the following offer was made by the Mimsters :— 

“ That an Independent Commission be set up 
immediately to inquire into the wages and 
salaries, organisation of work, and conditions 
generally im the Post Office. 

“ That the firet task of the Gommission will 
be to inquire into the question of wages in 
order that the findings may be arrived at, be-

The Ministers, in reply, stated that the bonus 
sliding scale was thé result of an arrangement 
entered into with the British Government 
through the Whitley Council, on which the 
Poet Office officials have representation, and 
that all Civil Servants were subject to the same 
cute. That being so, they eould not interfere. 


“ MISLEADING STATEMENTS.”

COST OF LIVING IN IRELAND. 


The Secretary of the Staff Side of the Iriah 
Civil Service Joint Council has forwarded to ús 
a copy of correspondence which has passed be- 
tween his Committee and the Chairman of the 
Irish Provisional Government on the subject. of 
the impending “ cut” in the cost of living bonus 
of the Civil Service, which affects about 26,000 
civil servants in Ireland. 

The Committee asked the Minister of Finance 
to receive a deputation on the subject, and sent 
him a memorandum illustrating the effect of the 
reduction on the various salaries. 

The memorandum points out that the cost 
of living bonus was applied to the Civil Service 
as a result of an agreement reached b»tween 
the Government and representatives of English 
civil servants, that the Irish Civil Services 
objected sirenadusly to the application of the 
figures to Ireland, principally on the grounds 
that it was ubfair to apply an average. figure, 
compiled mainly from English a“ HS to a city 
like Dublin, where the cost of living was 
notoriously high, and was still higher, by com- 
mon consent, than the average of the 
Ministry of Labour would indicate.

RELATIVITY, 
gusin 
EINSTEIN'S THEORY EXPLAINED. 


Mr. A. 8. Eddington, F.R.8.. lectured in the 
Theatre of the Royal Dublin Society yesterday 
on “ The Theory Relativity." 

From the physicists of the nineteenth century, 
the jecturer said, we had inherited the concep 
tion of a great ocean of mther, the seat of the 
activity of nature. It was natural to be curious 
as to how fast we were moving through tibia 
ocean, Experiments had been devised to detect 
our velocity, but all gave the answer, sero, in 
spite of the fact that our velocity was different 
im summer and winter. 

Ve.ocity through the wether did not turn up 
in any experiments, and it was f further 
that it was equally gee in theoretical 
formule. Einstein did not deny the ather, 
but he reconstructed our view of it, so that the 
term velocity, applied to it, ame meaning- 
less. On examining the experiments more in 
detail it waa fo that length and distance 
were relative, 

Distance as here referred to was the distance 
recognised in everyday life—e.g., the distance 
for which a railway rege | © lt had 
to be recognised that a yard was relative, just 
as wo now knew that a pound sterling was a 
relative standard of value. The distinction 
between absolute and relative quantities was 
illustrated by the operations of counting objects 
and measuring a leet the former always 
gave a definite result, so that a number was 
absolute. The latter was ambiguous, unless one 
specified the -vewolty ot the appsratus for 
measuring the length. F 

It was usually assumed that the apparatus 
was travelling with the earth; that made the 
length quite definite.

POSITION OF NEW GOVERN- 
MENT. : 


Mr. Brugha asked the Minister for Defence 
whether there was any other military force in 
Ireland under Irish authority, except the Irish 
Republican Army. Was the Provisional Govern- 
ment exercising any authority, direct or in- 
direct, over any‘ part of the Irish Republican 
Army? Was there any connection, direct or in- 
direct, between the Provisional Government and 
the I.R.A.? 

Mr. Mulcahy stated that the answer to parts 
1 and 2 of the question was in the negative. 
As regards part 3 there was this connection be- 
tween the Republican Army and the Provi- 
sional Government—they had arranged with the 
Provisional Government to occupy for them all 
places vacated by the British forces for the pur- 
pose of their maintenance and safeguard at the 
expense of the Provisional Government. They 
had given an assurance that such troops would 
not interfere with the expression of the people's 
will at the elections, and would not turn their 
arms against any Government. elected by the 
people at that election. In regard to the inci- 
dents in South Tipperary and parte of Limerick 
he stated that in the former area there had 
been indiscipline on the part of certain senior 
officers, resulting in effect that portion of the 
forces there had hot been under the effective 
control of Headquarters. Steps had, however, 
been taken to right matters in both areas. 

Mr. Brugha said that he did not pay very 
much attention to the statements o itish 
politicians, but, unfortunately, the people did, 
and were often deceived. As a supplementary 
question he asked whether the Minister for 
Defence had seen a’ statement made by Mr. 
Churchill, to the effect that the so~alled I.R.A. 
was under the orders of the Provisional Go- 
vernment. What amount of truth was con- 
tained in that statement? 

Mr. Mulcahy referred Mr. Brugha to his own 
question. Personally he had not seen what Mr. 
Churchill had said about them, and a lot of 
them were too busy to pay much attention to 
him.

JOHN NICHOLSON. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. ' 
Srg,—" The Life of John Nicholson, Soldier 
and Administrator, based on private and hitherto 


unpublished Documents,” by Captain Lionel J. 
Trotter, says that John Nicholson was born at 
Lisburn on December llth, 1822. In the preface 
Captain Trotter says that his having to 
work upon a limited store of new materials 
was due to the fact that most of the papers 
entrusted to Sir John Kaye by Mrs. Nicholson 
and others, when he was writing ‘his sketches 
for Good Words (afterwards republished as 

Lives of Indian Officers ’’), were destroyed by 
@ fire in Kaye's rooms. “ Happily the loss of 
these documenis has, to a jarge extent, been 
made _by the readiness with which many 
of John Nicholson's friends and relatives have 
responded to m | appeal for heip.” He was lent 
two dozen of Nicholson's autograph letters, be- 
sides a large stock of manuscript notes, re- 
miniscences, letters, and commentaries. 

Dr, Alexander Nicholson was the eldest son 
and third-born of the sixteen children of John 
Nicholson, of Stramore House, Gilford, in 
County Down, and Isabella Wakefield, his wife. 
He took his doctor’s degree in Trinity College, 
Dublin, and in his twenty-seventh year he 
married, in 1820, Clara Hogg, of Lisburn, “* the 
daughter of an Ulster merchant, who had ruined 
himself in the process of founding the linen in- 
dustries of his native town.” 

None of your correspondents seems to re- 
member that formerly a woman often returned 
to her old home and her mother’s care before 
the birth of her first child, and even the 
second, as John was. Therefore, Dr. Nichol- 
son s living in Dublin need not prevent his son’s 
being born in Lisburn. “ Dr, Nicholson, a 
Quaker. by long descent, had been guilty of 
marrying a lady who belonged to another 
Church, For this act of contumacy he was at 
once expelled from the Quaker brotherhood.” 
Soon aiter his marriage he became assistant 
physician to the Lying-in Hospital at Dublin. 
He died at the close of 1830, at the age of 
thirty-seven, “from a fever caught in the dis- 
ex hee. a duties.”’

Captain Trotter says :— 
“ Kaye has given 1821 as the year of 
John's birth. This is a manifest error, for 
John’s elder sister, Mary, was born in October 
of that ar.” His mother and her seven 
small children returned to Lisburn. About a 
year later she moved to Delgany, and sent her 
elder boys to a day school managed by the 
rector, Dr. Louis Delamere, and his curate, the 
Rev. Thomas Gregg. (At four years of age 
John had been able to read and write well.) 
At this school the boys were drilled by an old 
sergeant, “ whose NG stories of past cam- 
paigns so fired John’s childish fancy that his 
mother at last decided to remove him else- 
whither.”’ Soin his twelfth year poor John was 
taken away from the pleasant Wicklow and 
the enthralling old ry. or and ed off to 
the Black North and Dungannon al School. 
Dr. Darley, afterwards Bishop of Kilmore, was 
then headmaster. 
John Nicholson say his holidays in the old 
home at Lisburn. One day he was playing with 
powder; it blew up in his face and half- 
linded him. He covered his face with his 
hands and went to his mother’s room. ' His 
face was a blackened mass; his eyes were com- 
letely closed; and the blood was trickling down 
his cheeks.

Ulster in the seventeenth century “ had run off 
with a daughter, or some near relative, of the 
Duke of Hamilien.’’
